1. EMBOFF FOLLOWED UP DECEMBER 3 WITH BERTELING OF MFA 
ON DEMARCHE MADE PREVIOUSLY (REF A) URGING DUTCH SUPPORT 
FOR HOLDING THE LINE ON UN SALARY INCREASES. BERTELING 
HAD JUST RECEIVED REPORTING CABLE ON SUBJECT FROM DUTCH 
UN MISSION WHICH STATED THAT MISSION POUCHING U.S. 
MEMORANDUM ON SALARY INCREASES. 

2. DUTCH MISSION REPORTED THAT ITALY, DENMARK AND 
FRANCE FAVORED SMALL INCREASE IN 3-4 PERCENT RANGE. 

SOVIET UNION AND EE'S STOOD WITH USG IN OPPOSING ANY 
INCREASE. MANY OTHER DELEGATIONS ALLEGED TO FAVOR 
INCREASES RANGING UP TO 17 PERCENT, AND DUTCH MISSION SAW 
TREND RUNNING TOWARD EVENTUAL COMPROMISE AT AROUND SIX 
PERCENT. 

3. BERTELING SAID THAT MISSION HAS RECEIVED COPY OF 
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THEY NOT YET RECEIVED IN THE HAGUE. ACABQ REPORT NOT YET 
AVAILABLE IN NEW YORK. BEFORE FIRM INSTRUCTIONS ON DUTCH 
POSITION SENT, MFA WILL WANT HAVE ACABQ REPORT. IT 
LIKELY THAT GON POSITION WILL BE THAT OF ACABQ.
